They were accompanied by Miss Alice 
Price, Mr. L. Hebert, of the Hudson Bay 
Staff, and Miss E. Christine Forrester, who 
has been teaching them English since last 
November.

On his first motor trip down Portage Avenue, a week before “Koob” had 
seen the outside of the big store, with the name like the store at Chesterfield Inlet, 
and had wanted to see the inside.

We were just about ready to leave the Exhibit when in came genial Mr. 
P. W. Hunter, the Bay Photographer, who took our pictures in a corner of the 
exhibit chosen by the Eskimo. 

With Mr. L. Hebert, wheeling Kooblowetto, we went to various departments 
in the store. What an experience! 

The two boys had been down town before but this was Koob’s first visit to 
the store. We take our daily comforts for granted and so it gave us all a thrill 
to see Koob’s wide eyed amazement at what we could buy at The Big Hudson’s 
Bay Company Store. 

At 3.30 we went to the Georgian Room, where Mr. White met us and all 
enjoyed a pleasant party. I’ll quote what Simeon Akslunark said, “Thank you, 
Mr. White, it was the nicest party I’ve ever had.” 
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Time was moving on and at 4.15 we went to the garage to be taken back to 
the Princess Elizabeth Hospital. Mr. White made the eyes of the boys dance by 
giving them each large Roy Rogers cap guns and mechanical toys. Koob was so 
excited, with his gift of a lovely new pipe and a pound of Hudson’s Bay tobacco, 
that he was quite speechless. Cam Watson, a kindly Ritz taxi driver drove us 
back to the hospital. 

It had been an afternoon that will be long remembered by all and I am 
sure will be much described by the Eskimo guests when they return to Chester¬ 
field Inlet.
